Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1946* 

The  General  State  of  the  Public  Health  remains  satisfactory 
and  a survey  of  the  Vital  Statistics  showed  a favourable  state  of 
affairs* 

The  Death  Rate  was  10*21  per  1,000  population*  For  England 
and  Wales  the  corresponding  figure  was  11*5  per  1,000  population* 
The  Birth  Rate  was  20.77  per  1,000  population.  The  corres- 
ponding figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  19*1* 

There  were  11  Deaths  under  1 year  of  age,  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  60.7  per  1,000  live  Births*  The  corresponding 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  43*0* 

Infectious  Diseases  again  maintained  a low  lovel* 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  continued  both  in  the  Schools 

-THRk'e 

and  for  children  of  pro  school  age*  Only  -tw-e  cases  of  Diphtheria 
were  notified  during  the  year* 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  tho  Staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  their  continued  loyalty  and  co-operation.

School  children  with  defective  eyesight  wore  examined  by  the 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon  of  the  County  Public  Health  Department  who 
attended  monthly  during  the  year*  Dental  treatment  is  given  by 
the  School  Dental  Surgeon.  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children 
is  carried  out  by  the  County  Authority* 

A ;nt o -Natal  C linic » Is  held  on  the  second  Thursday  in  each  month* 
During  the  year  88  Expectant  Mothers  made  164  attendances*  The 
Count;/  Dentist  attends  for  ante-natal  and  post  natal  mothers  and 
for  Toddlers  by  appointment* 

Child  .Welfare.  Clinic*  Is  held  every  Tuosday*  It  is  a very  popular 
centre  and  is  well  attended. 

During  the  year  the  average  weekly  attendance  of  Babies  was  64*2 
and  the  average  attendance  per  session  of  children  2-5  years  was  8*8# 
Orthopaedic  Clinic*  Patients  from  Hoolo  attend  at  2 Kings  Buildings, 
Chester  on  Fridays  10-12  noon.  Hospital  treatment  when  required  is 
carried  out  at  the  Shropshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Oswestry. 

Venereal  Diseases.  Patients  from  this  area  are  sent  to  the  Chester 
Royal  Infirmary  whore  they  receive  specialised  treatment* 

Tuberculosis  Clinic*  This  is  hold  on  Wednesday  mornings  at  2 
Kings  Buildings,  Chester.

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  Hospital  Services  during  the 
year.  By  arrangement  with  the  City  of  Chester,  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Sealand*  The 
Council  pay  a retaining  fee  of  £120  20^  per  annum  for  four  beds 

and  £2*16o6*  20yo  per  week  per  patient*  General  Hospital  treatment 
is  given  at  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary,  which  is  a voluntary 
hospital,  A number  of  cases  are  also  treated  at  the  Cheshire 
Public  Assistance  Committee’s  Hospital,  Heath  Le.no,  Chester.  Chester 
City  Hospital  receives  patients  from  thi®  Aroa  at  a reasonable  tariff

Sanitary  Cir cums tances  of  tho  Area,  WATER  SUPPLY* 

All  water  in  this  district  is  supplied  by  tho  Chester  Waterworks 
Company©  The  supply  is  constant  and  adequate  for  all  needs*  With 
the  exception  of  12  houses  which  are  supplied  from  § standpipe*  All 
the  houses  in  the  District  have  their  water  supplies  directly  from 
the  works  to  the  houses o A sample  is  taken  from  this  District  once, 
yearly  and  is  examined  hj  Dr*  Grace  at  tho  Chester  Royal  Infirmary* 

His  report;  was  entirely  satisfactory  'both  for  Chemical  and 
Bacteriological  examination* 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE* 

The  Water  Carriage  system  is  general  in  tho  District  with  the  . 
exception  of  tho  following;- 

(1)  13  Houses  Long  Lane  (Septic  Tanks) * 

(2)  10  Houses  at  Heath  Bank  (Pail  Closets)* 

These  houses  wore  taken  over  under  tho  County  Review  Order,  1936y 
A scheme  was  in  course  of  preparation  for  tho  conversion  of  the  above, 
to  the  Water  Carriage  System  but  was  left  in  abeyance  owing  to  the 
advent  of  the  War*  However,  this  scheme  Is  now  awaiting  tho 

approvnjL  of  the  ministry*

It  has  not  been  necessary  for  action  to  be  taken  to  rid  any 
premises  of  bed  bugs  during  the  past  twelve  months# 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  three  elementary  schools  in  the  area.  One  Is  a 
comparatively  modern  building  and  the  other  two  are  of  an  older  type# 
All  have  been  inspected  at  intervals  during  the  year.  The 
Sanitary  arrangements  of  the  older  typo  of  school  are  far  from 
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a&J&B&cdba&y  • 

Whilst  on  tho  water  carriage  system,  they  are  of  a trough  type, 
flushed  by  an  automatic  cistern,  resulting  in  the  excremental 
matter  being  left  in  the  trough  until  such  time  as  the  automatic 
flush  comes  into  action* 

Such  an  arrangement  is  far  from  satisfactory  and  as  a means 
of  improvement,  separate  Pedastal  Pans  suitable  for  children,  each 
with  a separate  flushing  cistern,  have  been  recommended  to  the 
school  managers,  but  so  far  no  intimation  has  been  received  that 
such  recommendation  will  be  acted  upon*

All  Cowsheds  are  kept  clean,  and  all  precautions  are  taken 
during  milking  to  prevent  contamination  of  the  milk*

All  meat  shops 9 chip  3hops  etco,  are  systematically  inspected. 

The  General  standard  of  cleanliness  is  satisfactory.  No  unsound 
food  was  found  during  the  year* 

There  is  no  Slaughter  House  in  the  District,  and  all  Butchers  in 
the  District  slaugj.it or  at  the  Public  Slaughter  House  in  Chester,  where 
tthe  meat  is  inspected. 

Sampling  and  analysis  of  food  and  drugs  are  carried  out  by 
the  Cheshire  County  Council  and  the  following  report  has  been

During  the  year  12  cases  were  Investigated  in  connection  with 
the  above  Act.  11  cases  of  minor  and  one  case  of  reservoir 
infestations  were  discovered  and  treated  satisfactorily. 


In  the  majority  of  cases  it  was  found  that  the  infestation 
occurred  in  back  Jrards  where  inexperienced  people  were  keeping 
poultry. 

The  case  of  the  reservoir  infestation  occurred  at  the  Council 
Tip  at  Guilden  Sutton,  Cue  it  is  thought,  to  the  migration  of  rats 
from  fields  adjoining  the  Tip,  which  had  been  cleared  of  crops. 

340  poison  baits  were  laid  and  251  bodies  recovered.  After  an 
interval  of  a few  days,  a second  application  of  340  poison  baits 
was  laid  and  after  this  treatment  only  6 bodies  were  recovered. 

In  addition  to  the  treatment  for  clearing  the  pests,  advice  was 
given  as  to  the  best  method  of  raising  poultry  houses,  sheds  etc.,  so 
that  rats  would  not  harbour  underneath  them.
